the limelight. Her owners, Winterthur Farms, Win- 

terthur, Delaware, report that she freshened with 

her seventh calf on July 20th at the age of 9 years, 
6 months, 28 days, dropping her first heifer calf, and 
made a record of 43.4 lbs. butter from 624.6 lbs. milk. 
This is her second record above 43 lbs., her third above 40 
lbs., her fourth above 38 lbs. and her fifth above 37 lbs., 
the five records averaging over 40 lbs. No other cow has 
ever performed any of these feats to say nothing of all 
of them. She is, as readers of the World well know, 
equally famous in the long-time divisions, being the only 
cow to make three 305-day records above 1000 lbs. butter, 
and not satisfied with this honor, making a fourth 1000- 
lb. record with just under 1500 ibs. butter in the full year.

In fact no other cow except Bess Johanna Ormsby has 
yet made even five records averaging over 38 lbs., while 
she has six with better than that average—truly a won- 
derful year-after-year producer. 

The latest calf from Bess Johanna Ormsby was sired 
by King of the Ormsbys,- her full brother and is, as al- 
ready mentioned, her first heifer calf. She has five living 
sons, the three oldest already getting some good record 
daughters. The five are by four different sires, the oldest, 
King Bess Johanna Ormsby and Winterthur Ormsby being 
both by King Korndyke Colantha Ormsby; the next being 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast, by King of the Ormsbys; 
then Winterthur Ormsby Donsegis, by Sir Inka Prilly 
Segis; and finally Winterthur Bess Ormsby Eona by 
Meadow Holm Ona Ormsby. Her three youngest sons are 
all in service at Winterthur Farms. 

For a complete pedigree of Bess Johanna Ormsby we 
refer the reader to our issue of February 23, 1924, in 
which issue we give an account of the making of her 1497- 
Ib. record and a fairly detailed description of her breed- 
ing and relationship to famous animals. We will not 
repeat all this here, but will simply remind the reader 
that she is the largest record daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes in either short or long test and is out 
of Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d. She is full sister to Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, King of the Ormsbys 
and Creator, all famous transmitting sires. 

Our readers are doubtless many of them better ac- 


quainted with Bess Johanna Ormsby than they are with 
her owner, which fact prompts us to close this story with 
a brjef sketch of Winterthur Farms. 

Winterthur Farms near Wilmington, Delaware, is 
owned by Mr. Henry F. DuPont and comprises an estate 
of over 3,000 acres througlf a section of which flows the 
historic Brandywine River. The DuPont residence and 
grounds are surrounded by the farm which contains a 
large proportion of delightfully situated woodland and. is 
broken up into several sets of farm units. 

There are now over 340 purebred Holsteins on the 
farm comprising some of the breed’s most famous ani- 
mals including, Bess Johanna Ormsby, heroine of this 
story, three of her sons, her full. brother, King of the 
Ormsbys and her heifer calf daughter sired by this bull.

Bess Johanna Ormsby weighed 2115 pounds just prior 
to her last calving thus ranking as one of the very largest 
cows of the breed a characteristic quite largely reserved 
for the famous family to which she belongs. 

She is a cow of wonderful dairy temperament although 
not a show animal and in her sons has given to the breed 
some of the exceptional productive ability she has shown 
in her own remarkable records. Now that she has a 
heifer calf to carry on the female line from old Spring 
Brook Bess Burke the youngster will be watched with 
great interest. She has her work cut out for her if she 
lives to maturity. 

J. R. Danks, who for the past five years has had in 
charge the cattle department at Winterthur Farms, at- 
t@hded the recent Erickson dispersal and purchased Wis- 
consin Fobes 6th for $6,800.00, the highest price paid at 
this great sale. She is a daughter of “37th,” full brother 
of Bess Johanna Ormsby and King of the Ormsbys. The 
great cow, one of the finest individuals in that sale, 
shipped through to Winterthur in fine shape and is con- 
tinuing on a fine yearly record. She is producing 75 Ibs. 
and 80 lbs. of milk daily. She produced 496 Ibs. of butter 
in her first 123 days and is apparently headed for well over 
1000 Ibs. this year. She has two good short-time records of 
32 and 34 lbs. Fobes 6th has been bred to Winterthur 
Ormsby Donsegis, a son of Bess Johanna Ormsby, sired by 
Sir Inka Prilly Segis, one of the Winterthur former herd 
sires. 

Winterthur Farms are making about 65 long-time rec- 
ords each year. The two-year-olds are developed moder- 
ately and although milked four times daily, the work is 
done in stanchions and in a thoroughly practical manner.

It may be of interest to note the test ration used at 
Winterthur Farms which according to Mr. Danks has been 
used for some time past with excellent results. The fol- 
lowing is the standard ration: 200 lbs. bran, 200 Ibs. 
ground oats, 200 Ibs. oil meal, 100 Ibs. distillers grains, 
100 Ibs. gluten. This ration is varied only at the begin- 
ning of a test period when heavy short-time production 
demands minor changes. In the dairy herd an unusual 
practice is followed by the substitution of ground alfalfa 
hay in place of bran which when mixed with other feeds 
and with molasses makes a most acceptable ration at 
lower cost. 

Milk from Winterthur Farms is sold on the big nearby 
city markets as Holstein milk and at a special price. 
Several thousand quarts are sold daily and the dairy bears 
an unusual proportion of the running expenses of the 
cattle department.

The Black and White Breaks into Society 


The Holstein was officially accepted into the social 
life of St. Louis on July 17th. The coming out party for the 
black and whites was the tenth annual benefit baseball 
game of the Tuberculosis Society of St. Louis between the 
National League teams of St. Louis and Boston. The 
event was a cow-milking contest between three leading 
citizens of St. Louis. 

15,000 people were seated in the grand stand and bleach- 
ers at the St. Louis ball park when three proud Holsteins 
from the herd of F. W. A. Vesper, proprietor of Fredmar 
Farms, were escorted to their places to a stirring march 
played by the St. Louis Letter Carriers’ Band. Leading 
the parade were the three contestants dressed in cover- 
alls and white milking caps.

stein-Friesian Association, of which 
Ex-Governor Frank O. Lowden is Presi- 
dent. 

This association with a membership 
of 23.000 breeders of 500,000 purebred 
eattle are interested in the buiiding of 
the dairy industry; besides this, we are 
interested in helping the owners of 
grades, as well as purebreds Of the 101 
purebred cows with records of 1000 Ibs. 
butterfat, 83 are Holsteins; 18 belong to 
other breeds of dairy cattle. 


We are sure that the Holstein breed 
is well suited to the needs of the 
Western farmer and that dairying is the 
best means of bringing back a more 
prosperous condition on the farm. The 
farmers’ problem is the same the coun- 
try over—he is having to sell most of 
his agricultural products at pre-war 
prices, and pay war prices for most of 
the commodities that he has to buy 
His purchasing power has been reduced to such an ex- 
tent that he is not able to buy all of the necessities let 
alone the luxuries that he formerly enjoyed. This is be- 
ginning to affect the entire industrial condition of our 
country; and the farmer must have consideration. 

A well organized cooperative plan of marketing will 
undoubtedly be helpful; but to my mind so long as hogs 
are selling in the middle west at $6.20 to $6.50 and other 
products of the farm at a proportionately low figure the 
farmer’s condition will not be much improved. 

If shoes, clothing, groceries and other things used in 
the home were selling at any thing like pre-war prices all 
this would be changed. The tradesmen in the factory and 
those engaged in building operations over the country 
have all the best of it as their wages have not been re- 
duced to any thing like pre-war prices. Their buying 
power unlike that of the farmer has not been taken away. 

Rate of Wages and Increase Since 1913 

The average rates of wages per hour as of May 15, 
1923 for the country as a whole for a few typical occupa- 
tions were: bakers 92.1 cents; bricklayers $1.321; build- 
ing laborers 72.8 cents; carpenters $1.084; plasterers 
$1.306; plumbers $1.151; longshoremen 72.2 cents; black- 
smiths 99.7 cents; machinists 82.3 cents; newspaper 
compositors on day work $1.013; and typesetting machine 
operators on day work $1.031. 

The average rate per hour for all building trades 
covered was $1.068, for the metal trades 83.9 cents, and 
for the newspaper printing trades $1.047. For all trades 
covered in the several industries the average rate per 
hour was 95.2 cents. As compared with May 15, 1913, the 
rate of wages per hour on .May 15, 1923, showed an in- 
crease of 176 per cent for bakers, 91 per cent for brick- 
layers, 118 per cent for. building laborers; 104 per cent 
for carpenters; 93 per cent for plasterers; 86 per cent for 
plumbers; 109 per cent for longshoremen; 103 per cent 
for blacksmiths; 101 per cent for machinists; 78 per cent 
for newspaper compositors on day work; and 83 per cent 
for typesetting machine operators on day work. 


In the average for all trades taken collectively the 
hourly wage rate on May 15, 1923, was higher in the 
United States than in any preceding year, being 9 per 
cent higher than on May 15, 1922; 84 per cent higher than 
in 1917; 111 per cent higher than in 1913; 123 per cent 
higher than in 1910; and 135 per cent higher than in 1907. 

It is perfectly obvious that this is the principal cause 
for the high price of the products of our factories. There 
is no question but what the tradesman’s present wages 
enables him to buy and use our products in greater quan- 
tities than he would were wages low; but there is one 
sure thing the present inequality can not long continue. 
The young man on the farm at $2 to $3 per day will not 
continue at these wages if as a tradesman can get $10 to 
er or even more in the different kinds of work in the 
city.

We are certainly due to have less 
men on the farm and more in our fac- 
tories and engaged as_ carpenters, 
plumbers, brick-layers, plasters etc., if 
the adjustment cannot be brought about 
in some other way. 


The Dairy Cow Has And Is Doing Her 
Part 


Dairy Products are the one agricul- 
tural commodity that brings returns 
nearer war prices than anything else 
produced on the farm. The following is 
good proof of this fact: 

One pound of butter throughout last 
year would purchase nearly as many 
commodities at present prices as_ it 
would in the years from 1910 to 1914. 
The Iowa Creamery Secretaries and 
Managers Association has _ calculated 
that the price of butter on June first 
1923 was 64% higher than for the aver- 
age period from 1910 to 1914. For the 
first seven months of 1923 Wisconsin 
farmers received 37% per cent more for milk than during 
the same period last year. A farmer who has been wise 
in the selection of his cattle, wise in growing the right 
kind of feed for them, is in position to make more money 
than in any period for the past ten years, if prices this 
year are any where near last year’s average.

There are two ways of starting into dairying: The 
first way to start into the dairy business—the one which 
first appeals to a man and the one that hundreds of farm- 
ers have selected during the past few years—is to go out 
and buy a bunch of cows. The cows that have been 
bought in many instances have been counterfeits. In 
countless numbers they have been the refuse—the culls 
of the dairy states. 

We have seen many farmers all over the central 
western states getting excited over the chance to make 
money milking cows. They wanted cows to milk and they 
wanted them badly. Many scalpers and dealers have 
noted this situation. They have shipped in many carloads 
of cows and sold them to the farmers. 

Buying good dairy cows is quite a problem, if one is 
not familiar with the different dairy breeds and dairy 
types. It will be well for him to get in touch with some 
Dairy Specialist or the County Agricultural Agent, as 
their services are free and your chances will be much 
lessened in buying poor cows. 

Second way; in starting into dairying is to use a pure- 
bred dairy sire and grow into it gradually and learn the 
business from the ground up, so the best way to get good 
dairy cows is to raise them. This is what most success- 
ful dairymen already have done. 

By using a good purebred dairy sire on the best of the 
cows, already on the farm, keeping the heifers from this 
dairy sire and breeding the half-blood heifers to another 
purebred dairy sire of the same breed and by continually 
culling out the poor ones and keeping the good ones it is 
possible to build up a high-producing dairy herd at very 
little cost. 

It Is Easy To Improve Production 

Since 1907 the Iowa Experiment Station, Ames, Iowa, 
has conducted what is now known as “The Iowa Purebred 
Sire Investigation,” to determine the influence of pure-

The first prize yearling bull, Orms- 
by Mechthilde Lad, owned by P. H. 
Naber, was junior champion of the 
show. He is a bull of great scale, 
length, good top line, showing an 
abundance of breed and dairy char- 
acter. The junior championship, 
however, was contested by a senior 
calf shown by W. O. Wharton and 
daughter, a bull somewhat lacking 
in the quality of the junior champ- 
ion but excelling him in depth of 
middle. 

The grand champion cow was Lady 
Johanna Aaggie Fayne, shown by the 
Iowana Farms. This cow was in 
better condition than when last seen 
in the show ring, is now fourteen 
years of age but has tremendous 
capacity, straight top line, an excel- 
lent udder and is excelled by none in 
veining. 


The three-year-old and _ two-year- 
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old’ classes a!tso brought out very 
good animals as did the two year- 
ling classes. 

However, the junior championship 
was awarded to Miss Ormsby Beets 
Clarice 2d, owned by the State San- 
atorium. This heifer presented a 
nice combination of scale, capacity, 
quality, straightness of top line and 
breed character.

BUFFALO COUNTY WISC. BREEDERS HOLD SUC- 
CESSFUL PICNIC 


The Buffalo County Holstein breeder’s picnic held 
June 4, at the Harmonie Park, Waumandee, Wis., was 
attended by a large and enthusiastic crowd of breeders of 
the popular black and white dairy cattle, over five hun- 
dred people attending the picnic. 

The Holstein breeders were very fortunate in securing 
two very able speakers to give talks at this meeting. Prof. 
Geo. Briggs of the Wis. College of Agriculture gave a talk 
on raising and feeding of dairy cattle. He emphasized 
the need of eliminating the boarder cows, and keeping 
petter cows, thus lowering the cost of production. He 
also emphasized the need of growing more alfalfa and 
soybeans for hay. By growing more of these high protein 
legumes for hay, it will not be necessary for farmers to 
buy as much high priced mill feed for feeding their cows. 
In this way farmers can also cut the cost of producing 
dairy products and increase their profits. 

Prof, E. L. Luther of the Wis. College of Agriculture, 
Superintendent of Farmers’ Institutes, discussed the or- 
ganization of neighborhood breed clubs. The _ local 
neighborhood breed clubs are units of the county breed 
association. This form of organization has proved very 
successful in Clark and Barron counties. Prof. Luther 
emphasized the need of a live county organization to pro- 
mote the breed and also to help in the selling of surplus 
dairy stock. 

A judging contest was a feature of the picnic. Four 
splendid yearling heifers were brought over to the picnic 
grounds by Knecht Bros. of Waumandee, for use in this 
contest. Over forty people took part in the judging con- 
test. 


The winners in the contest are as follows: Emil 
Lorenz, Alma, 1st, score 87; Roslyn Roher, Alma, 2nd, score 
86; Hilmer Waelty, Cochrane, 3rd, score 85; Arnold 
Koepp, Mondovi, 4th, score 82.

The Wrong Kind of Extension Effort 


REED rivalry, within proper limits, is a good thing 
BR for progress in all breeds. It helps to keep the breed- 

ers on their toes and up and doing, and stimulates 
interest generally. By “proper limits’ we mean as long 
as it takes a constructive form and does not descend 
merely to the plane of “knocking” the other fellow. The 
“knocker” always leaves himself open to the suspicion 
that he is unable to keep up in the race by fair means. 
The “knocker” of course you have noticed, never directs 
his attention against the fellow back in the crowd. The 
leader is his target. 

All of which is introductory to an expression of our 
opinion of the use that is being made of certain govern- 
ment figures by our friends in the Jersey industry. The 
Jersey People have published in their breed organ and 
broadcasted in pamphlet form a tabulation of figures 
from the Bureau of Animal Industry, in which it is at- 
tempted to demonstrate that the other dairy breeds are 
more subject to the dread disease of tuberculosis than 
is the case with the Jersey. True, the figures for the 
United States do show a smaller percentage of reactors 
among animals tested in the Jersey breed than is the 
case with any of the other dairy breeds. But that is not 
a question of breed; it is a question of location and 
environment. Here is the attitude of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, as expressed in a personal letter from 
Dr. J. A. Kiernan, Chief of the Tuberculosis Eradication 


Division. 


‘Whenever the Bureau has been called upon to give an 


expression as to the percentage of tuberculosis among breeds, 
it has advised that the infection of tuberculosis is no respecter 
of breeds or individuals. As far as our observation goes 
there is no inherent immunity against tuberculosis in any 
particular breed of animals. Take for instance, Hereford 
cattle. Among the pure bred Hereford cattle the percentage 
of tuberculosis is very small, and naturally it should be because 
those cattle are in sections of the country where tuberculosis 
exists to but a moderate degree, but where Hereford cattle 
are found in localities where there is a great deal of infection, 
the disease is found among them also.” 


The percentage of reactions in most of the southern 
states is very low for all breeds of cattle. Natural con- 
ditions permit them to be out in the open and unconfined 
for the greater portion of the year. In the South, Jerseys 
predominate, and for the most part the herd units are 
smaller. In the older established and more important 
dairy districts of the North, the Holstein cow predom- 
inates, because she has proven herself to be the cow best 
adapted to make money for her owner in supplying those 
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markets. Here the dairy cow has to be maintained jp 
confinement for practically half the year, so that taking 
all herds together as a unit, it is not to be wondered at 
that all breeds show a considerably higher percentage of 
tuberculosis in the Northern States than in the case ip 
the South. Experience has shown that it is possible to 
control the spread of tuberculosis and to maintain clean 
herds in all sections of the country. We challenge our 
Jersey friends to demonstrate that it is any easier to 
maintain a clean herd of their breed than it is of Hol- 
steins under the same conditions and environment. 
Their whole claim of less susceptibility to tuberculosis 
for the Jersey breed is plain bunk and those in authority 
in the American Jersey Cattle Club must know it. They 
must know that the conclusions they are broadcasting 
on this subject are entirely contrary to the views of the 
United States Bureau of Anima! Industry. If this type of 
propaganda is legitimate breed extension work conceived 
in the interest of the advancement of the dairy industry 
then La Folette is a rank conservative. 


Mr. Baker Protests 


R. O. H. BAKER, in charge of the R. O. M. Depart- 
M ment of the American Jersey Cattle Club, advises 

that Nancy’s Pride of Lorchester has a record in 
the 305-day division of 733.13 lbs. butterfat at the age of 
3 years, 2 months, which exceeds the record of the Hol- 
stein champion, Onyx Lilith, with a production of 727.51 
lbs. fat. In the same mail, however, comes a report of 
a new record for the Holstein Junior 3-year-old, Canary 
Snowball Gettie of 766.08 lbs. fat in 305 days, which 
would seem to end the argument here. 

Mr. Baker, in his letter, protests against the publica- 
tion of such a list at all, first, on the ground that no 
other breeds are in competition with the Holstein breed 
in the 7 and 30-day divisions, although that fact is made 
clear in presentation of the tabulation, and, second, 
because of the different rules under which the Jersey 
breed does not allow a cow to compete in both the 305- 
day and 365-day divisions in the same lactation. For 
the past year, the Holstein-Friesian rules have permitted 
competition in both divisions providing the requirements 
are met in both cases. He states that they have Jersey 
cows with 305-day records, which not only exceed the 
Holstein-Friesian 305-day class champions in the first 
305 days of their records but have also met the calving 
requirements. ‘This is also true af Holstein-Friesian 
records made before the rules were amended to permit 
credit in both divisions in the same lactation. Mr. Baker 
also advances the argument that the Holstein rules are 
a little more lenient as regards class designations, the 
Holstein-Friesian rules providing that the age shall be 
considered from the date of freshening, while under the 
Jersey rules the age is considered from the actual com- 
mencement of the test. We would call Mr. Baker’s 
attention to the fact that if the Jersey rules were similar 
to ours their junior four-year-old champion, Darling’s 
Jolly Lassie, who is the only Jersey world’s champion 
over all breeds, would have been figured as a senior 
three-year-old, as she freshened at just under four years, 
but started her test after passing her fourth birthday. 
The Holstein champion in the senior three-year-old class 
exceeds the junior four-year-old’s production by quite a 
substantial margin. On the whole, we do not believe it 
could be successfully maintained that the Jersey rules 
for long-time testing are more stringent than are the 
Holstein-Friesian rules and much as we would like to 
accommodate Mr. Baker in regard to this publication, we 
cannot quite follow him in his contention.

KENTUCKY H. F. CLUB RE-ORGANIZES 

A re-organization of the Kentucky Holstein-Friesian 
Club was started at the fifth annual convention of that 
organization on August 6th on the farm of R. M. Barker, 
near Carrollton. Fifty breeders were in attendance. Mr. 
Barker was elected president; Lindley Henderson, 
Shelbyville, vice president; and Otis Ashurst, George- 
town, secretary-treasurer. 
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A committee consisting of D. C. Clark, Long Run; 
Carl Giltner, Eminence; and Prof. J. J. Hooper, Lexing- 
ton, was appointed to prepare a constitution and set of 
by-laws for the club and a program of work for the com- 
ing year. Stanley Combs, southern field representative 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America, is assist- 
ing in working out a program. A complete report of the 
program planned will be submitted at a meeting of the 
Club to be held at the Seelbach Hotel, Louisville, Sep- 
tember 11th. 


Some of the speakers on the program that followed 
the business session were E. M. Prewitt of the Kentucky 
College of Agriculture; Mr. Clark, Allie Pearce, of Iong 
Run, John Null, Bardstown and Mr. Combs. A judging 
demonstration followed in which a number of cattle of 
the Barker herd were compared with the true type 
cow and bull models by Professor Hooper, who is one 
of the official judges of the National Holstein Association. 

Professor Hooper reports that it is belived that the 
Kentucky Holstein Club will be a more active organiza- 
tion under the leadership of its new president, for Mr. 
Barker is a man of unusual energy, ability and capacity. 
He has been looked upon with great favor by cattle 
breeders of Kentucky for a future governor of the state, 
although he has declined the honor in the past. When 
the big tobacco co-operative association was formed Mr. 
Barker was employed to take charge of all the property 
of the pool, running into millions of dollars in value 
and extending into several states. Recently he has been 
assisting the Minnesota potato growers in the organiza- 
tion of a big co-operative marketing association. He 
has made an excellent start in the Holstein business on 
his large farm on the Ohio river. His 50 Holsteins are 
housed in a new and up to date brick barn which is pro- 
vided with the latest steel stanchions and box stalls. 
At the head of his herd is Dutchland Colantha Konigen 
Lad 376492, who weighed 1,770 pounds at 26 months of 
age. He is a very handsome bull whose first three dams 
have an average yearly production of 815 pounds of 
butter. His dam is Dutchland Konigen Melissa who holds 
a ten months’ record of 19,602 pounds milk and 901 
pounds butter as a senior three-year-old.

Fifteen purebred heifers and calves 
of the leading dairy breeds were 
shown at the Edgewood Community 
Picnic on Saturday, July 26, by mem- 
bers of the Edgewood Calf Club.

JUNIOR DAIRY PROGRAM AT 
WATERLOO GROWS 


Growth of the junior work at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress has been little 
short of spectacular. In 1922, the 
first dairy calf club show was held 
and 47 boys and girls competed with 
their heifers for the cash prizes. In 
1923, the calf club show drew 76 jun- 
ior dairymen and it seems quite cer- 
tain that no less than 125 will com- 
pete with their calves this coming 
fall. 

In 1922, only two breeds of dairy 
cattle were represented in-the junior 
department, three in 1923, but all of 
the five major breeds will be in the 
club classes at the 1924 show. The 
first Brown Swiss club ever organized 
in Iowa will have calves, owned by 
juniors, at the Congress. Ayrshires 
will also be represented in the club 
show for the first time this year. 

Interest in the dairy cattle judging 
contest for boys and girls, has grown 
even more spectacularly than the 
club show. Only three teams were in 
the first contest in 1922, while 14 
teams matched their skill for the cov- 
eted trip to the National Dairy Show 
in 1923. There were 53 boys and girls 
competing last year and that number 
will most certainly be equalled if not 
surpassed in 1924.

Three of her distant male offspring 
were vealed while two others are on 
hand at the present time. 

Old Pietje has proved herself to 
be such a valuable breeder that it 
was deemed wise to secure, when the 
opportunity offered, an eleven-year- 
old bull of similar breeding, i.e. Sir 
Canary Pietje 52525. He is sired by 
Sir Canary Mechthilde and is from 
Lady Pietje Canary’s Jewel 17314, 
who, as a junior three-year-old, at 
one time was the Canadian Champion 
with 24,149 milk and 1174 butter. 
Thus this bull is not only by the same 
sire as old. Pietje but is closely re- 
lated on the dam’s side as well. 

Not only has old Pietje produced 
Offspring with excellent producing 
qualities but they are of desirable 
type as well. 

Old Pietje herself was only shown 
once and then when past her prime. 
In 1918 at Vancouver Exhibition, in a 


very strong class of sixteen cows she 
was 8th with two daughters and three 
half sisters above her. At this same 
exhibition, two of her daughters won 
the produce of cow class. The follow- 
ing year at the same exhibition a 
daughter was second in the open 
class, another was second in the rec- 
ord class, while the third won the 
three-year-old record class. Two of 
them won the Produce of Cow with 
record class, and the three daughters 
were second Get of Sire, in class with 
nine entries. The same year at New 
Westminster, her oldest daughter was 
grand champion and along with a sis- 
ter won as Produce of Cow. At both 
fairs the oldest daughter won the two- 
day milk and butter test.

Avon Daughters Make Some Showing 

That most of us know little about 
the accomplishments of the various 
sires of the breed may be quite easily 
demonstrated in any discussion among 
Holstein breeders. To be sure we 
have our Advanced Registry year 
books and our efficient reporting sys- 
tems, but even with these it is quite 
difficult to follow the work of the var- 
ious sires and to know on any sort 
of an accurate basis how the various 
sires compare. 

Rapidly approaching the very front 
ranks among Holstein sires is Avon 
Pontiac Echo, owned at the time 
of his death by the Carnation Milk 
Farms, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin. With 
67 of his daughters tested he now 
shows a list of 60 records of above 20 
lbs.; 56 above 21 Ibs.; 46 above 22 lbs.; 
44 above 23 lbs.; 37 above 24 lbs.; 35 
above 25 lbs.; 30 above 26 lIbs.; 26 
above 27 lbs.; 20 above 28 Ibs.; 17 
above 29 lbs.; 13 above 30 Ibs.; 10 
above 31 lbs.; 9 above 32 lbs.; 6 above 
33 lbs.; 3 above 34 Ibs., and one above 
41 lbs. 

Just what this means will be better 
understood if a similar list of any 
other well known sire of the breed 
is placed beside it.

DAIRYMAN’S LEAGUE ANNOUN- 
CES PRICES 


Dairy farmers throughout League 
territory are rejoicing over the re- 
cent announcement by the Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Associa- 
tion, Inc., of an increase in the base 
price of 3 per cent grade B milk to 
$2.60 per 100 pounds. At the same 
time the price of Class 2 milk, sold 
in the form of sweet cream, was ad- 
vanced to $1.90. 

This announcement was made 
from the League offices at the close 
of a special meeting of the Board of 
Directors held in New York on Au- 
gust 13th. In making the announce- 
ment, officials of the League declared 
that a sudden unseasonal shortage 
of fluid milk in the primary markets 
was the immediate cause of the in- 
crease. Several factors seem to 
have entered into the situation, dry 
weather in parts of League territory, 
less outside milk coming in because 
of low prices, decrease in milk move- 
ment to the markets because of hot 
weather. All these suddenly brought 
about the condition where a substan- 
tial increase was justified and promp- 
tly put into effect by the pooling or- 
ganization. 

Dairymen declare that this is a rec- 
ord advance in the history of the milk 


‘industry. Since, August ist. the total 


increase in the price of fluid milk 
is 74 cents, and dairymen can thank 
the’ League organization for securing

this increase -without™the necéssity 
of having to resort to the old method 
of strikes. 





LEAGUE’S POOL PRICE FOR JULy 


League dairymen, are now receiy. 
ing their checks for milk delivereg 
to the pool during the month of July. 

The gross pool price for 3 per cent 
milk at the base zone is $1.50, which 
is 8 cents higher than the June price, 

Deductions for expenses amounts 
to 8 cents and for certificates of ip. 
debtedness 10 cents. The July net 
pool price, therefore, is $1.42 and the 
cash distribution is $1.32.

The North Allegan, Michigan, Cow 
Testing Association has now finished 
its first year of operation, with splen- 
did results. There were 225 cows 
completing the year, with 102 in for 
part of a year, showing an average 
production of 8,130 lbs. milk and 314.6 
Ibs. fat. Thirteen herds averaged over 
300 lbs. fat, and three of these aver- 
aged over 400 lbs., while five herds 
averaged over 10,000 lbs. milk. Bert 
Ter Harr’s herd of purebred and 
grade Holsteins maintained the 
highest average for both milk 
and fat during the year, show- 
ing 12,007 lbs. milk and 421.4 Ibs.

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Breeding Dairy Cows Since 1850 


AUKESHA COUNTY, Wis., 
W needs no introduction either 

to Holstein breeders or men 
who are interested in other breeas of 
dairy cattle. It is probably one of 
the most noted centers of high class 
stock in the United States. 

It is of double incerest then—par- 
ticularly at this time—to note the 
pioneer breeders and to observe 
whether or not these men have grown 
discouraged or have found the breed- 
ing of dairy cattle always a desirable 
and successful operation. ‘ 

The McGills, whose farm is lo- 
cated near Templeton, have been 
preeding dairy cattle there since 1850, 
eleven years before the Civil War. 
That dairy cattle have paid is proved 
py the fact that the McGills still have 
an excellent herd and the appearance 
of their farms is in itself conclusive 
evidence of the success of their 
operations. It is a model of neatness 
and even at this time of year, most 
inviting to the passer-by. The home

Kol, No. 56357 was purchased from 
Jacob Conrad, of Richfield, Wis., and 
in 1912, Sir Johanna Aaltje Korndyke, 
No. 103734 came to the herd. Mr.

bred dairy sires in increasing the pro- 
duction of milk and butterfat from a 
foundation of scrub cows.

Since 1907 the Iowa Experiment 
Station, Ames, Iowa, has conducted 
what is now known as “The Iowa 
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Purebred Sire Investigation,” to 
determine the influence of purebred 
dairy sires in increasing the produc- 
tion of milk and butterfat from a 
foundation of scrub cows. 


Cows Used in the Investigation 


The cattle used by the Iowa in- 
vestigators were purchased in 1907 in 
Arkansas in a section where no pure- 
bred bulls had previously been used. 
The animals were scrubs, small, no 
vein development, poor individuality. 
They were as poor prospects for im- 
provement as could be found. 

The sires used on these cows were 
the herd bulls in use at the College 
dairy farm, where purebred herds of 
the different breeds are maintained. 
None of these sires were high priced, 
but they were well bred for type and 
yearly production. Three breeds were 
started in the investigation. 

The determining value of a bull is 
a comparison of the production of his 
daughter with that of their dams. 

The sires of each breed at once im- 
proved the producing qualities of the 
offspring over their dams; the Hol- 
steins making the most phenomenal 
gains as is brought out in Bulletin 
188 published by the Iowa Station.

ARGENTINE MAKES _ SPECIAL 
PROVISIONS FOR CATTLE 
SHOW 


In accordance with the request of 
the Sociedad Rural Argentina that 
animals shipped to Argentina for ex. 
hibition in the International Stock 
Show, which will be held by that 
Society at Palermo, Buenos Aires, in 
September of this year, be allowed to 
enter the country free of duty, the 
President has issued an order allow- 
ing the free entry of animals which 
are sent to Argentina for that pur- 
pose. 

The stock must enter the country 
through the port of Buenos Aires and 
cannot be shipped from any country 
from which the importation of cattle 
to Argentina is absolutely prohibited. 
The. stock must be accompanied with 
an official certificate of the country 
of origin that the animals are in good 
health and that the section of the 
country from which they are shipped 
is free from stock diseases. This cer- 
tificate must be legalized by the 
Argentine consul. 

Upon the arrival of the stock at 
Buenos Aires, it must again undergo 
a sanitary inspection by the Argen- 
tine officials and the cattle will be 
held under observation for ten days 
and sheep for eight days. If, during 
the period of observation, any of the 
animals are found to have any dan- 
gerous disease, the animal must be 
exported from the country at once or 
be killed. In case it is necessary to 
kill the animal, the owner will have 
no claim upon the Government. 

Under no considerations shall the 
privilege of free entry be extended to 
any animals than those which enter 
the country for the sole purpose of 
exhibition in the International Stock 
Show which is being held by the 
Sociedad Rural Argentina in Sep- 
tember of this year.

Pabst Champion Albert, No. 219783, 
is from a 26-lb. 4-year-old dam and 
has been used on the herd up until 
the present time. A study of the 
history of such a herd as this is of 
great value to any beginner with Hol- 
steins and here a person may secure 
all the data necessary for conclusive 
proof that it pays to purchase only 
the best of herd sires. So strongly 
has this been brought home to the 
McGills and so anxious are father 
and son to take another decided step 
toward improvement that they have 
recently purchased from Carnation 
Stock Farms a bull whose breeding 
is comparable with the best and 
whose type would be difficult to im- 
prove upon.

Schroeder writes, “She is a_ seven- 
year-old grade Holstein who fresh- 
ened March 28, 1924, in my herd and 
in her first four months in the cow 
testing association has produced 301 
lbs. butterfat. She was never milked 
more than twice a day and received 
only ordinary herd care. She had 
produced from 90 to 95 Ibs. a good 
many days and her highest day was 
99 lbs. Her highest single milking 
was 51 lbs.” In sending in this re- 
port, Mr. Doran, tester, writes that 
Mr. Schroeder is a member of the 
Skagit County Cow Testing Associa- 
tion. His herd has been making a 
good showing and in May was fourth 
from the top in the Western Dairy 
Division with a butterfat average of 


57.4 lbs. for the entire herd. Mr. 
Doran says, “Blackie created con- 
siderable comment when she milked 
89.2 lbs. in April on test day. She 
bettered this performance next test 
day in May by giving 94.4 lbs. Mr. 
Schroeder weighs every milking and 


reports even higher production on 
other than test days.” 

It will be noted that this perform- 
ance by Blackie falls a fraction of a 
pound under Poplar Ridge Pontiac 
Rag Apple’s single milking, but ex- 
ceeds her best production for a day 
by four pounds. Let’s hear from 
others that are making Holstein 
history with the black and white cow 
in cow testing association work.

Better dairying as taught at the Na- 
tional Dairy Exposition and as observ- 
ed first-hand on the better dairy 
farms of Wisconsin, is the lesson to 
be taught on this trip, according to 
the committee in charge. It is not 
an effort to ‘Wisconsinize”’ Kansas and 
Missouri where many conditions are 
entirely different from those in Wis- 
consin.

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URGES MORE PRACTICAL 
RECORDS 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


It is just a bit hard to know where 
to begin when one is going to name 
some of the things that will help most 
in the development of our breed of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle. And first 
off, let me say that we are all good 
fellows, or think we are, and are out 
to do what is really best for our breed 
of cattle, and incidentally all of us. 

More and more each day we are 
coming to realize how much the pros- 
perity of our country, the well-being 
of the people in health and “pep”, the 
very life of our nation, rests on the 
humble dairy cow and her products. 

The selection of a true type was a 
long forward step, but I’m afraid our 
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scaling for points as to A. R. blue 
ribbon or red ribbon cow would mean 
lots of grief and is not reaching the 
common breeder enough. 

A cow could not scale the same 
number of points at different months 
in the year due to physical condition, 
and wouldn’t it really be too much 
extra effort and perhaps, hard feel- 
ings between breeders, for the scor- 
ers can’t all possibly see the same? 

Our greatest step forward would be 
a record of production on every fe- 
male of milking age and preferably 
over a number of years, just as real 
dairy cows. Now this will never be 
done as long as to get notice a record 
must be made by extra milkings and 
feeding by men who know how to 
crowd a cow the limit, but by methods 
that are not practical in dairy herds.

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That is why, when a real cow makes 
a wonderful record, but is not one of 
our aristocracy, we at once trace her 
back as a great, great—of so and 
so, instead of driving home the point 
to Mr. Average Man that the ability 
to produce and reproduce is a bred. 
in quality of our bred and not a mo. 
opoly of certain blood lines. 

As Americans, we do not favor 
laws for ourselves that reach only a 
favored few, so then for our Cattle 
why not methods of testing as dairy. 
men, herd care and handling as dairy 
cows and records quoted in butterfat 
so the average dairyman can compare 
it with his cows at home? [If our 
cows are better, it means sales; if 
not, we don’t deserve them. 

A large class of purebred breeders 
are doing C. T. A. work, which is fine, 
but our records are lost except as we 
ourselves keep them. If our Associa- 
tion could or would make tests about 
as C. T. A. work; twice-a-day milking 
don’t look so much to world’s records 
but higher herd records and individ- 
uality for those extra few pounds of 
fat are as often due to conditions ag 
real quality. 

Drive home the fact that cows pro- 
ducing 350 to 500 ibs. fat year after 
year are profitable dairy cows and 
that good purebreds will do this. 

Shall I qualify to speak? In the 
two years just finished in cow test- 
ing work, all under men, testers, who 
have or were doing Advanced Regis- 
try work, we have a two-year herd 
average of 12,414 lbs. milk and 427.7 
lbs. fat, with an average test per cent 
fat of 3.4 plus real Holstein-Friesian 
work. Twenty cows for 1922, thirty- 
three cows for 1923, two-thirds of the 
cows for both years being under five 
years of age, all twice-a-day milking 
and except for cocoanut meal fed a 
few months, all feeds grown on the 
ranch. 

Now, let’s have a dairy record, real 
dairyman conditions; if some of them 
must milk more than twice for a 
while, discount it heavy enough to 
discourage it, being abused. Public 
opinion will soon force the purebred 
herds to test, will weed out and 
“stuff” that needs to come out and 
will put our breed on the only safe 
foundation there is for dairy cattle. 
The production of dairy products at a 
profit as dairy animals and a record 
of that production for breeding pur- 
poses—and to tell the WORLD.

PLUMMER DESCRIBES THE UNION 
SHOW 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Here’s an interesting little story 
that will’ appear to you as it did to 
myself and hundreds of others, who 
attended the recent Live Stock Show 
at Union, Oregon. 

Here’s one of the finest little pure- 
ly livestock shows that we have any- 
where in the country and this was 
their sixteenth annual event. This 
year, in order to do away with any 
criticism over carnivals, which, by 
the way, they have always been very 
free of, they decided to put on a 
pageant. 

The pageant began with the crea- 
tion of the Earth and went on down. 
covering the flood and other details 
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up to the present time, showing the 
joneers coming across the plains, and 
was really very fine and created a 
lot of interest in every direction. 

When they came to the scene show- 
ing the flood and the ark, it was car- 
ried out by having a rather large size 
model of the ark itself, Noah and his 
whole family being around and when 
it began to thunder and lightning and 
almost began to rain, the humans 
went into the big doors of the ark 
and then majestically marched in, 
following them, representing, I pre- 
sume, the animals of the earth, a 
splendid Holstein bull and a Holstein 
heifer, owned by Dr. Phy, of Hot 
Lake Sanitarium, Hot Lake, Oregon. 
There were no other breeds of cattle 
taken into the ark, apparently the 
idea being that Holsteins had been 
mentioned in the Old Testament dur- 
ing the time of Jacob and further- 
more that, in the opening of the 
tombs, dating 4,000 years B. C., we 
find pictures and statuary of bulls, in 
almost every one of them and, in 
some cases, cows; most always the 
pulls are pure white, but I think if 
they looked at them closely they 
would find at least an edging of black 
on their ears.

It does look to me as if 
the Doctor must have paid something 
rather handsome in the way of exclu- 
sive privilege for the transportation 
of his two animals in this trip of the 
ark. I am not so sure that this should 
be looked into for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Dr. Phy makes one of the most ar- 
tistic exhibits at the Union Live Stock 
Show each year that has ever been 
my privilege to see and, as you know, 
I have seen some very good ones at 
some of the biggest livestock shows 
in this country.
